A RESPECTED dance company is 
preparing to re-launch thanks to two 
anonymous donations of £70,000. 

Anjali, based at Banbury's Mill Arts 
Centre, closed in April last year after running 
out of cash. 

But the 20-year-old charity - which 
featured in last year's paralympics opening 
ceremony - has been saved thanks to the 
donations. 

It has also just been awarded an Arts 
Council Grant for the Arts award for a new 
show. 

It will showcase its six main dancers' 
talents at London's Royal Festival Hall's 
Clore Ballroom on Tuesday, July 9. 

Artistic director Nicole Thomson said: 

"We are delighted and very grateful to the 
donors. We are over the moon. 

"Without this money we would most 
definitely have had to close. It is absolutely 
incredible and quite unusual. 

"It has given us enough time to enable us 
to put things in place to be able to run with 
enough staff and resources." 

It was the first and only dance company 
to work solely with people with learning

disabilities and has toured the UK and 
abroad. 

The group has performed at London's 
Royal Opera House and at events in Berlin, 
Lisbon and Madrid. 

Dancers have also worked with 
celebrated choreographers like Claire Russ, 
Matthew Hawkins and Charlotte Vincent. 

But, like many other charities, she said 
sources of funding like grants and donations 
had been hit by the economic downturn. 

She said: "We weren't getting anything. It 
has been very difficult. 

"Anjali is a company that needs to meet 
regularly. The dancers meet three days a 
week, 42 weeks a year. This is quite costly." 

The £100,000-a-year running costs 
include office space, staff and transport, she 
said. 

It also runs education and outreach 
programmes and has a youth company of six 
dancers. 

Its benefits are immense, she said. "It 
allows them to show what they can do, 
given the opportunity. 


"It gives them the chance to become 
professional dancers and gives them self¬ 
esteem, health and fitness." 

Last August, dancers featured in the 
London 2012 Paralympics flame-lighting 
ceremony at Stoke Mandeville Stadium, 
Aylesbury. 

The Festival Hall show will be held at 
5.30pm. 

The group is now seeking dancers and a 
part-time general manager.

A PRIMARY school has netted £280 by joining a scheme 
which rewards paper recycling. 

Pupils at St Leonard’s CE Primary School in 
Overthorpe Road, Banbury, have recycled 4.2 tonnes 
over the last 12 months. 

It is part of Cherwell District Council’s paper incentive 
scheme, which gives schools £20 for each 1,100-litre bin 
filled with paper. 

The council is responsible for disposing of waste and 
faces landfill taxes for what it does not recycle. 

The cash will be spent on a weaving loom, so the 
children will be able to make tapestries from recycled 
items. 

The council’s clean and green chief, Nigel Morris, said: 
“Their fantastic efforts have not only saved 51 trees and 
reduced carbon dioxide emissions, but they have been 
rewarded with cash to spend on the school. 

“It is clear everyone involved with St Leonard’s School 
is counting both the environmental and financial benefits 
of this scheme.”

STREET robbers have been 
warned as police launched a 
summer crackdown on crime 
against tourists. 

About 5,000 visitors are 
expected to visit Oxfordshire this 
summer and police have begun 
an annual operation to help 
protect them against thieves. 

Det Sgt Pauline Heilbron, 
leading Operation Buzzard, said 
officers would be patrolling 
crime hotspots and visiting 
known criminals to check up on 
them. 

She said foreign visitors were 
vulnerable to crime, adding: 

"You are in a strange area and 
they might not expect something 
like that to happen in 


Oxfordshire." It is the fourth year 
police have led the operation. 

Between April 2012 and 
March this year there were 151 
robberies in Oxford, down 14 
per cent on 1 75 in the year 
before. 

The police also work with the 
two city universities and foreign 
language schools to spread 
advice about keeping safe. 

Operation Buzzard will run 
until September. 

It is being run alongside 
Operation Brush, which will see 
extra patrols to cut anti-social 
behaviour in parks.

Lotus FI sells off a 
35 per cent stake 

competitive advantage related to 
KERS technology as it becomes 
more central to Formula 1's 
push for environmentally sound 
racing. 

"It will also make Lotus FI 
Team more marketable as a 
brand, opening up additional 
major sponsorship 
opportunities." 

Eric Boullier, Lotus FI's team 
principal, said the sale would 
have no impact on the Enstone 
workforce. The firm employs 
500 people. 

He added: "The day-to-day 
running of the team here at 
Enstone remains unchanged. 

"We are happy a strong 
investor has been found to help 
bolster the team's position." 

The move follows revelations 
in Lotus FI's 2012 accounts, 
published in May, that showed a 
pre-tax loss of £56m. 

Earlier this month Mr Lopez 
stated that the jobs of workers at 
the team's Enstone headquarters 
were secure. 


THE OWNER of Enstone- 
based Formula 1 team, 

Lotus, has sold a 35 per 
cent stake of the business 
for an undisclosed sum. 

Infinity Racing, a Brunei 
consortium comprised of private 
investors, bought the stake from 
fellow investment group and 
previous sole stakeholder Genii 
Capital.

Sir Tony backs MPs' bid for EU referendum Bill 


BANBURY MP Sir Tony Baldry 
has co-sponsored a 
Parliamentary Bill aimed at 
enshrining a EU referendum in 
UK law. 

The Conservative is among 
11 Tories, including Liam Fox 
and Zac Goldsmith, to co¬ 
sponsor James Wharton’s 


Private Members Bill. This will 
make a vote on EU membership 
compulsory by the end of 
December 2017. A Commons 
vote will be held on July 5 and 
is backed by Prime Minister 
David Cameron, who has 
pledged a national referendum. 
Conservatives have been told to 


support the plans. Labour has 
pledged to abstain and it does 
not have Liberal Democrat 
support. 

Sir Tony said that while 
“Britain is better in Europe, and 
Europe is better for having 
Britain in Europe”, there had 
been “fundamental changes”. 


■ Men tried to boost image of software firm 

Rich bosses are 
found guilty of 
turning to fraud

THEY were three businessmen who 
had it all: millions of pounds, fast 
cars and a fast-expanding company. 

But this week Mark Woodbridge is 
starting a prison sentence, while 
Christopher Moore and Robert 
Loosemore are confined to their 
homes with electronic tags after 
being released from jail early. 

Their fall from grace was described 
by a judge as a "tragedy of hubris" 
after they resorted to fraud to try to 
boost the image of software firm 
Torex Retail. 

All three have been handed jail 
terms for their part in a conspiracy 
to defraud the firm's shareholders 
that took place back in 2006 and 
2007. 

Now, seven years later, chief 
executive Moore and former 
chairman Loosemore have lost 
£1 7m in shares, Woodbridge has 
been left with more than £100,000 
of legal bills, and together they must 
pay £320,000 in costs. 

But even that was described as 
"paling in comparison" to the 
£1,139,000 it has cost the Serious 
Fraud Office to prosecute the case. 

Torex Retail had offices in 
Banbury, and in 2006 employed 
3,000 people in 12 countries, but 
was put into administration after the 
investigation began. 

Moore, 58, and Loosemore, 53, 
admitted two charges of conspiracy 
to defraud in January and were

respectively. On Wednesday of last 
week, former chief group 
accountant Woodbridge, of Kineton, 
Warwickshire, was found guilty 
after a 14-week trial of the same 
two charges and one charge of false 
accounting. He was cleared of two 
more charges of false accounting. 

Summing up the case at Oxford 
Crown Court, Judge Mary Jane 
Mowat said Woodbridge was 
Moore's "active and powerful 
second in command". 

While working for Torex, the 42- 
year-old father-of-three owned a 
Lamborghini and a Porsche, a house 
with a £1.5m mortgage and had a 
pension worth £1 70,000. 

Sentencing Woodbridge, Judge 
Mowat said: "Clearly you are a 
clever man, but you misused your 
skills both in committing this crime 
and in presenting a complex, 
ingenious and disingenuous 
defence, which the jury did not 
believe." 

He was jailed for three years and 
ten months, disqualified from being 
a company director for three years 
and told to pay £1 70,000 costs. 

Sentencing Moore in January, 
which can only now be reported, 
the judge told him: "It's a 
considerable tragedy of hubris and 
nemesis, where you overstretched 
your company and resorted to fraud

to keep it afloat. You have lost your 
reputation and status, your health, 
both medical and emotional, has 
been damaged. 

"The real impact of this kind of 
fraud is the effect on public 
confidence, which has been 
seriously tainted in recent years in 
the financial world, and this is just 
another example of that." 

Judge Mowat sentenced Moore, of 
Hayway Lane, Hook Norton, to 30 
months in prison, three years' 
disqualification as a company 
director and told him to pay 
£100,000 costs. 

Hugo Keith, defending Moore, 
said there had been "no intention to 
cause harm" and his client had 
suffered a "devastating fall from 
grace". 

Judge Mowat said Loosemore was 
"less directly involved" but he had 
given his support to "fraudulent 
cover-ups". 

His barrister, Claire Montgomery, 
said his parents had lost £100,000 
when the company went under and 
some of their friends also lost 
money. 

Loosemore, of Cheltenham, was 
jailed for 20 months, given a one- 
year disqualification and told to pay 
£50,000 costs.

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■ Census figures reveal that despite the downturn, some big firms are booming 

Building on the past 
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DESPITE the global financial 
downturn, there are more 
Oxfordshire people working in the 
construction industry than a 
decade ago, new figures have 
revealed. 

The 2011 census shows there were 
23,104 people employed in

construction, compared to 19,480 in 
2001, a rise of more than 18 per cent. 

But while bigger firms say business 
is on the up, smaller operators in the 
trade say they are struggling. 


Steve Clarkson, of Apex 
Construction, has run his business for 
27 years. He employs 15 staff, down 
from 20 in the last three years. 

The 46-year-old said: "It is very 
competitive because there are more 
people out there doing it and willing 
to do it at a very low fee. 

"There is not enough work out 
there to go round. 

"Lots of builders I know are really 
struggling." 

"Joe Public is not really spending 
money on building work unless they 
have to." 

He said his turnover had gone from 
up to £1 m per year to about 
£600,000 this year. 

Carpenter Brian Melrose, 60, of B P 
Building and Carpentry, started his 
business in 1979. 

He said: "We were that busy in 
2001 our turnover was phenomenal. 

"But 2006 and 2007 onwards it has 
steadily gone down." 

Ten years ago he employed 20 sub¬ 
contractors and had a turnover of up 
to £200,000. 

Now he employs two sub¬ 
contractors and has a turnover of 
£50,000. 

But not every firm is suffering, with 


some county businesses saying the 
industry is in the best shape it has 
been for years. 

John Youle is the director of 
building firm Beard, which has seen 
its workforce grow from 40 to 70 in 
the last ten years. 

He said: "The general perception is 
that construction is just housebuilding 
- but that is only a small part of the 
industry. 

"There was a lot of growth before 
2007, then it stuttered and stalled, but 
we have continued to grow. The good 
companies grew well in the good 
years but in a controlled manner and 
there has continued to be a demand 
for quality construction. 

"Most of our work is in education, 
which makes up 30 per cent of the 


Oxfordshire economy." 

Recent years have seen the 
expansion of towns such as Bicester, 
with thousands of homes being 
developed on new estates. 

Mr Youle said: "That is a sign of the 
local economy thriving. Firms won't 
build houses unless there is someone 
to buy or rent them. 

"And for every person we employ, 
there are probably five more sub¬ 
contractors." 

Dr George Blumberg, chairman of 
the Oxfordshire Constructing 
Excellence Group and a lecturer in 
real estate and construction, said: 
"There are signs things are picking 
up. Recently there has been a lot of 
activity among designers and 
consultants."

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Students to aid 999 response times 


OXFORDSHIRE'S ambulance 
service has become the first in 
England to give an emergency car 
to student volunteer medics. 

South Central Ambulance 
Service has recruited 48 student 
"first responders" from Oxford 
University's medical department. 

They will be given their own 
car and a defibrillator to help the 
ambulance service respond to the 
most life-threatening emergencies. 

The Government has set a 
target deadline of getting a 
defibrillator to the most serious 
emergencies within eight minutes. 

Earlier this month, the 
ambulance service said it would 
need 90 extra ambulances to 


guarantee this response time in its 
rural areas. Health experts said 
this made it "impossible" for the 
service to achieve the deadline 
and volunteers were needed to fill 
the gap. 

Ambulance service community 
liaison and training officer David 
England said: "The students spend 
their time on placements in local 
hospitals, but this hands-on 
experience will be an eye-opener 
for them. 

"Not only will it inspire some 
of them to specialise in pre¬ 
hospital care in the future but it 
will also make today's medical 
students and tomorrow's junior 
doctors better prepared to deal 


with life-threatening emergencies 
anywhere." 

Seventeen of the students have 
so far passed a driving assessment, 
which qualifies them to use the 
service's Vauxhall Corsa cars, 
although not using blue lights. 

They will complete shifts and 
respond to 999 calls in their free 
time. 

Medical student and first 
responder Sameer Ganatra said: 
"It provides an unrivalled 
opportunity for us to gain 
valuable hands-on experience in 
pre-hospital care, whilst enabling 
us to work with the local 
ambulance service to benefit local 
patients."

Bed-blocking 
problem still 
'unacceptable'

THE health boss, who had 
vowed to tackle the county's 
hospital bed-blocking problem 
"head-on" almost two years 
ago, has admitted the latest 
situation was still unacceptable. 

In September 2011, Dr Stephen 
Richards, chief executive officer of 
the GP-led Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group, was named 
as the leader of a taskforce set up to 
tackle the issue. 

He said then, that he hoped for a 
"significant reduction" in bed¬ 
blocking - a problem caused by 
patients who are clinically well 
enough to be discharged, but had to 
remain in hospital for the sole 
reason that there was a lack of care 
support for them back in the 
community. 

But snapshot figures, when the 
county's hospitals were checked on 
March 10 this year, show that the 
discharge of 182 patients had been 
delayed - the highest figure since 
February 2012. 

Dr Richards said: "I know from 
the figures that it did improve to 
149 in April, but I accept that this is 
still unacceptable. 

"We have been tackling bed¬ 
blocking head-on, which is exactly 
what I said we would do. The 
amount of resources and work we 
have put in since 2011 has been 
enormous. 

"We hope to markedly reduce the 
number before we face increasing 
admissions this winter." 

But Dr Richards refused to take 
responsibility for the poor 
performance. He said: "It is a shared 
responsibility between all the parties 
in the county. 

"I think all of us are frustrated that 


we have not made more progress, 
but we are committed to the path 
we are taking and do still believe 
what we are doing is the right thing 
to improve and address the 
problem." 

He said work had focussed so far 
on building a new taskforce - 
headed by the chief executives of 
the Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group, Oxfordshire 
County Council, Oxford University 
Hospitals Trust and Oxford Health - 
to tackle the problem. However, this 
had not yet been fully implemented, 
he said. 

A new patient discharge policy 
was also brought in earlier this year, 
which assesses patients for social 
care support in their homes, rather 
than when they are still in a hospital 
bed. 


But a report to the commissioning 
group in March said this system, 
although "a positive development", 
had been "a major contributor" to 
the rise in bed-blocking earlier this 
year. Staff had to manage two 
systems, as the pilot scheme was not 
fully implemented in all wards. 

The report also said emergency 
departments had seen an 
"unprecedented" number of 
admissions in the first months of this 
year. 

Jacquie Pearce-Gervis, chairman 
of the Oxfordshire watchdog Patient 
Voice, said: "I think it's appalling. 
What they're doing is clearly not 
working. 

"They made this promise to sort it 
all out and it's worse than ever. 

These poor people are well enough 
to go home, but they can't."

A GRANDMOTHER, who 
attempted suicide after her 
"humiliating" treatment at an 
Oxfordshire mental health 
hospital, has backed calls to 
ban a "life-threatening" 
restraint of patients. 

Rosemary Wilson, from 
Bodicote, was subjected to a 
face-down restraint by three 
nurses at Littlemore Mental 
Health Centre. 

Mental health charity Mind 
this week called upon the 
Government to end the face¬ 
down restraint of those with 
mental health problems after 
figures revealed 13 people had 
died in England since 2000 after 
being restrained in such a way. 
Eight of them died in 2011. 

The charity's figures show The 
Oxford Health NHS Foundation 
Trust used the technique less 
than only two other trusts in 
England, between April 2011 
and March 2012. 

The Oxford trust used face¬ 
down restraint 225 times, 
compared to the national

average of 65. 

Grandmother-of-two Mrs 
Wilson was restrained in the 
ward garden in 2003 after 
voluntarily going to the hospital 
when she was feeling suicidal. 

The 66-year-old said one 


nurse sat on each of her arms 
and another sat on her legs. Her 
wrist was twisted, her thumbs 
bent back, and one of the 
nurses dug her fingers into her 
ribs. 

She said: "It was such a 
humiliating experience. It was 
just difficult to recover from." 

The former Dashwood Road 


Primary school teacher said she 
suffered post traumatic stress 
after the incident and attempted 
suicide again as a result. 

But she said the move was 
unnecessary, adding: "All they 
needed to do was to have talked 
to me. 

"I don't think it was justifiable 
in any way." 


The trust investigated the 
incident and later apologised to 
Mrs Wilson. She said she was 
now helped by a "very 
supportive" mental health team. 

The chief executive of Mind, 
Paul Farmer, said the 
Government should ban the 
restraint method as it was 
"dangerous" and "extremely 
frightening". 

He said: "It has no place in 
modern healthcare and its use 
must be ended. 

"When someone's life comes 
crashing down in a crisis, they 
need help, not harm." 

An Oxford Health NHS 
Foundation Trust spokesman 
said it was working to cut out 
the use of the face-down 
restraint method and reduce all 
restraint techniques. 

She also said staff were 
trained to help avoid having to 
restrain patients, adding: 
"Restraint is used as a last resort 
with patients when other 
techniques of de-escalation 
have failed."

TRIBUTES have been made to 
Dane Allan Simonsen, who lost 
his life in a crash just minutes 
into the 81st running of the 
historic Le Mans 24 Hours 
endurance race. 

GTE Am driver Simonsen was 
driving for the Banbury-based 
Aston Martin Racing team. 

The 34-year-old died on 
Saturday when his Aston Martin 
came off the track in Tetre Rouge 
and hit the barriers at high speed 
on the fourth lap of the race. 

He was immediately attended to 
by doctors and transferred to the 
circuit medical centre where he 
died soon after due to his injuries. 

It was the first racing fatality at 
Le Mans in 27 years. 


Aston Martin Racing's other car, 
driven by Darren Turner, from 
Chacombe; Peter Dumbreck, who 
lives at nearby Shenington, and 
Frederic Makowiecki, finished 
third in the GTE Pro class. 

Mr Turner said: "It's been an 
emotional weekend. No one 
could have ever thought it would 
start as it did. 

"Our thoughts are with Allan, 
his family and all the mates he 
made around the world during his 
racing career." 

Aston Martin issued a statement 
that spoke of their "great shock 
and sadness." 

It added: "Tragically, and 
despite the best efforts of the 
emergency services in attendance, 


Allan's injuries proved fatal." 

Aston Martin Racing managing 
director John Gaw said: "I would 
like to extend our deepest 
sympathies and condolences to 
the individuals, and families 
whose friends or loved ones were 
involved in this terrible tragedy." 

Tom Kristensen, who together 
with Britain's Allan McNish and 
Frenchman Loic Duval, took the 
overall win in their Audi, said: 
"We lost somebody who had the 
same dream as me and was an 
absolutely humble and nice guy. 

"This one is for Allan 
Simonsen." 

An investigation has been 
launched into the crash.

Schools' 
buses in 
shake-up

PARENTS could be hit by a £540 bill to send each of their 
children to the secondary school of their choice. 

Oxfordshire County Council is consulting on plans to end free 
school transport to parents who choose to send their children to a 
school further than three miles away from home — but only when 
there is an alternative school 


closer. 

It is also proposing to increase 
concessionary school bus 
charges to £541.20 per year - or 
£180.40 per two terms - for 
pupils who live more than three 
miles away from their school 
and do not qualify for free 
school transport. The current 
charge is £1 64 per two terms. 

Headteachers have described 
it as a "rural tax" and claim it 
could lead to a fall in pupil 
numbers and lead to budgets 
being cut, jobs lost and even 
school closures. 

County Hall hopes the plan 
could save £340,000 a year. It 
would affect about 200 pupils in 
2014 and up to 1,000 once it 
had been fully rolled out. 

The county education chief, 
Melinda Tilley, said: "If you want 
to go to another school that is 
not your nearest school, then 
you have got a decision about 
whether you are going to pay for 
it or not." 

When asked if schools could 
close, Mrs Tilley said: "It is the 
worst-case scenario but I do not 
think it would happen because 
we need secondary school 
places and we would work to 
make sure it does not. Wherever 
else this has been done, they 
have not lost a single secondary 
school."

Council leader Ian Hudspeth 
refused to rule out implementing 
the policy, even if he saw data 
showing it could lead to school 
closures. 

He said: "After taking all 
views into consideration, we 
will make a decision on July 
16." 

The county council spent 
£14m funding school transport 
in 2012/13 and 11,000 students 
receive free school transport a 
year. 

At present, if a child is eight 
or over and lives more than 
three miles from their catchment 
school they are entitled to free 
bus transport provided by the 
county council, regardless of 
whether it is the closest school 
to their home. A family can live 
in the catchment area for more 
than one school. 

The charges - if approved - 
could be brought in for new 
starters from September 2014.

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Bid to breathe life back 
into zombie action epic

S ome of Hollywood's most 
glittering triumphs have been 
snatched from the slavering 
jaws of defeat. 

Gone With The Wind was shot by 
three different directors and suffered 
numerous delays, yet the sweeping 
1939 romance reigned supreme at 
the Oscars with eight statuettes 
including Best Picture and Best 
Director. 

Joseph F Manciewicz's 1963 epic 
Cleopatra was beset with similar 
problems, almost bankrupting 
studio Twentieth Century Fox when 
the budget ballooned from $2m to 
$44m. Fead stars Elizabeth Taylor 
and Richard Burton began a very 
public affair, which incurred the 
moral indignation of audiences, yet 
the dazzling historical drama still 
garnered four Oscars. 

Now comes Brad Pitt's post- 
apocalyptic zombie action horror, 
which has been plagued by 
rumours of on-set traumas and was 
delayed by six months to allow 
filmmakers to completely rewrite 
and reshoot the final showdown. 

If poisonous word of mouth 
could slay a picture before it has 
even screened, World War Z would 
be as lifeless as the hordes of 
computer-generated undead that 
cram every frame of Marc Forster's 


ill-fated film. From this mire though, 
Forster and three screenwriters have 
bolted together a compelling 
survival thriller that is not the 
catastrophe the gossip-mongers 
predicted - but also not as slick and 
suspenseful as cast and crew would 
have wished. 

Gerry Fane (Pitt) is a retired 
United Nations investigator, who 
devotes his time to his wife, Karin 
(Mireille Enos), and daughters, 
Constance (Sterling Jerins) and 
Rachel (Abigail Hargrove). 

During a drive through 
Philadelphia, the Fanes witness the 
spread of a disease which 
transforms men, women and 
children into merciless predators 
with a single bite. 

Gerry's old boss at the UN, 
Thierry Umutoni (Fana Mokoena), 
guarantees Karin, Constance and 
Rachel passage on an aircraft carrier 
if Gerry will agree to travel behind 
enemy lines to discover the source 
of the outbreak. 

The search moves from a military 
base in South Korea to Jerusalem 
and finally to a World Health 
Organisation compound in Wales, 
where Gerry and an Israeli soldier 
(Daniella Kertesz) join four doctors 
(Peter Capaldi, Pierfrancesco 
Favino, Ruth Negga, Moritz 
Bleibtreu) in the frantic race against 
time for a cure. 

World War Z boasts a cracking 
opening 60 minutes, directed at 
breakneck speed by Forster, who 
captures the pandemonium as the 
infected swarm like rabid animals. 

The dramatic momentum slows 
noticeably in the rewritten final act

BANBURY'S Prodrive 
motorsport team has fired up 
its latest specification Mini RX 
for the first time. 

Since its first outing with 
Britain's leading rallycrosser, Liam 
Doran, in the aborted Barcelona 
XGames rallycross event in May, 
Prodrive has significantly re¬ 
engineered the 1.6-litre engine 
with a new turbocharger and a 
host of other mechanical changes. 

At the same time, further weight 
savings have been made with the 
introduction of more carbon 
composite body panels. 

Prodrive says the Mini RX now 
has 50 per cent more power and is 
about ten per cent lighter than in 
World Rally Car specification. 

The car was driven during a test 
atTurweston airfield by Prodrive 
WRCTeam principal Dave 



Wilcock. He said: "It is now a 
completely different car. 

"The acceleration is 
phenomenal. 

"Despite all this additional 
power, we have managed to 
maintain the driveability in the 
engine, so that it is still fully 
controllable on the throttle. 

"When combined with the 
inherent balance of the Mini WRC 


chassis and its ability to be driven 
so precisely, it should give the 2.0- 
litre cars something to think 
about." 

Liam Doran was due to drive 
the revised car for the first time 
shortly before competing in the X 
Games in Munich on Sunday. The 
car will then travel to the USA for 
the Los Angeles X Games and two 
Global Rallycross events.

taste of high life

THE one thing you want above all 
else on a family motoring holiday is 
a vehicle that is firmly on your side. 

The stresses of packing, motorway 
hold-ups and meeting ferry dead¬ 
lines are more than enough to cope 
with. While passengers flap, what 
the driver needs is a vehicle that 
remains an unflustered friend. 

From the moment we slipped up 
the ferry ramp on to Stena Line's 
night crossing from Holyhead, to 
arriving back at the ferry port in Dun 
Laoghaire seven days, and more 
than 1,000 miles later, that is just 
what the Volkswagen Passat Estate 
delivered. 

Rock-solid reliability, a calming, 
comfortable ride and reassuring 
handling, combined with the raison 
d'etre of all estate cars - acres of 
space - make for a thoroughly pleas¬ 
ant travelling companion. 

Clear instrumentation and easy- 
to-operate switchgear combined 
with a clean, uncluttered internal 
design and large comfortable seats 
make an instantly good impression. 

Making the Passat Estate even 
more agreeable is the Highline spec¬ 
ification that replaces the best-sell¬ 
ing SE model, adding a touchscreen 
satellite navigation unit, front and 
rear parking sensors, twin-zone cli¬ 
mate control and 17-inch alloy 
wheels. The navigation system, pre¬ 


viously a £750 option, includes a 
full-colour screen and traffic moni¬ 
toring, keeping you warned of 
potential delays and offering an 
alternative route in case of major 
hold-ups. It also features a multi¬ 
device interface, to allow connec¬ 
tion of MP3 players and iPods (there 
is also a built-in Bluetooth music 
streaming facility, for those who pre¬ 
fer wireless links). 

The climate control system allows 
the driver and front seat passenger to 
select a desired temperature and the 
system automatically regulates the 
heating, air conditioning and air 
flow to achieve these. 

While the gizmos help to keep the 
cabin cool, it is the engine that pro¬ 
vides the really calming effect. The 
test car used a 2.0-litre, turbo-diesel 
unit, linked to a six-speed tiptronic 
gearbox that can operate either in 
fully automatic mode, or via the 
gearstick or a pair of paddles mount- 



Wheekanddeals 


ALFA Romeo has revealed more 
technical information about the hotly- 
anticipated 4C 'compact supercar'. The 
supermini-sized car will weigh just 
895kg dry, while producing 246bhp 
from a turbocharged four-cylinder petrol 
engine sited behind the two seats. As a 
result its power-to-weight ratio is 
theoretically a feisty 275bhp per tonne, 
but that will drop when the car is filled 
with fluids and petrol. It is still likely to 
be comparable to, or better than, that of 
a supercharged Lotus Exige. Production 
will take place in Modena, Italy.

Honda opens order book for new supercar 


DESPITE being almost two years 
from the showrooms, Honda 
has opened a pre-order bank 
for its NSX supercar. 

For a deposit of £5,000, potential 
owners can be among the 
first in the UK to get behind 
the wheel of the new NSX 
when it arrives in 2015. 

The dynamically styled NSX 
Concept was first unveiled at 
the Detroit Motor Show in 
2012, giving an indication of 
the design of the next great 
performance vehicle from 
Honda. The NSX will be 


powered by a mid-mounted, 
direct-injected V6 engine 
mated to Honda's Sport 
Hybrid SH-AWD (Super 
Handling All-Wheel Drive) 
system. 

It will also utilise a unique 
Electric Motor Drive Unit
